SUBJECT: CCD: CONVENTIONAL ARMS LIMITATIONS AND DCTB 

1 . SUMMARY. IN PLENARY MORNING MARCH 24, INDIAN REP, AFTER 
PRAISING USSR'S MDW PROPOSAL AND REJECTING CRITICISM OF IT 
AS DIVERSIONARY FROM OTHER PRESSING ARMS CONTROL EFFORTS, 
SHARPLY CASTIGATED ANY EFFORT TO DIVERT ATTENTION FROM NEED 
TO ELIMINATE ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND OTHER MDW TO QUESTION 
OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS LIMITATIONS, AND ALSO SHARPLY CRITICIZED 
EFFORT TO CONSIDER CTB AS OPPOSED TO "COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TEST BAN (CNWTB)," SPECIFICALLY CALLING THIS AN 
ATTEMPT TO SURPRESS THE TRUTH AND TO SUGGEST FALSEHOOD. 
INDIAN REP CAREFULLY WITHHELD ANY COPIES OF HIS SPEECHES, 

UNTIL LONG AFTER PLENARY WAS TERMINATED, WHILE PROVIDING 
SECRET A VRIAT AT PLENARY WITH SUMMARY DESCRIPTION OF HIS 
STATEMENTS TO BE USED IN CCD'S PUBLIC COMMUNIQUE ON 
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MEETING. USREP BELIEVES IT IS ADVISABLE TO STATE IN 
FUTURE PLENARY US INTEREST IN BOTH CONVENTIONAL AND 
NUCLEAR ARMS CONTROL EFFORTS AND IN EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE 
CTB, IN NON-PEJORATIVE TERMS ENCOMPASSED WITHIN US 
LEGISLATION, SUCH AS ARMS EXPORT CONTROL ACT, AND 
REPEATED STATEMENTS BY PRESIDENT. USREP REQUESTS 
WASHINGTON AUTHORIZATION ON SPECIFICS IN THESE RESPECTS, 
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AND SUGGESTS THAT DEPARTMENT MAY WISH TO RAISE THESE 
QUESTIONS THAT DEPARTMENT MAY WISH TO RAISE THESE 
QUESTIONS WITH GOI THROUGH EMB DELHI. SOME OTHER MEMVERS 
USDEL THINK IT INADVISABLE TO TAKE THIS APPROACH, BELIEV- 
ING IT WOULD UNDULY HIGHLIGHT INDIAN REP'S VIEWS AND MIGHT 
LEAD TO FURTHER CONTENTION. END SUMMARY. 

2. FOLLOWING HIS CONCERNS EARLIER DESCRIBED IN REFTEL A, 

PARA B(5), INDIAN REP (IAIN), IN CCD PLENARY STATEMENTS 
MORNING MARCH 24, FIRST URGED STRONG SUPPORT FOR SOVIET 
PROPOSAL TO PROHIBIT MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS (MDW) AND 
DESCRIBED AS INVALID CRITICISM OF IT AS AMORPHOUS, PRESENTING 
DEFINITION AND VERIFICATION DIFFICULTIES, AND DIVERTING 
ATTENTION FROM OTHER PRESSING ARMS CONTROL PROBLEMS. HE 
THEN DELIVERED STATEMENTS EXPRESSING IN EXTREMELY SHARP 
AND CRITICAL TERMS WHAT HE DESCRIBED AS "NEW AND DISTRUB- 
ING CONCEPT" THAT "LEVELS OF NATIONAL SECURITY SHOULD BE 
FIXED" AND THAT THIS SHOULD BE A CCD CONCERN. ALTHOUGH 
HE HAD BEEN INSCRIBED TO SPEAK FOR SOME DAYS, AND HAD 
GIVEN INDICATIONS PRIVATELY THAT HE MIGHT WELL ADDRESS 
THIS SUBJECT, JAIN CAREFULLY AVOIDED DISTRIBUTING ANY 
COPIES OF HIS STATEMENT, EVEN TO SECRETARIAT, UNTIL WELL 
AFTER MEETING WAS TERMINATED. HE EQUALLY CAREFULLY 
PROVIDED TO SECRETARIAT AT PLENARY A 
SUMMARY TO BE INCLUDED IN CCD S PUBLIC COMMUNIQUE ON 
WHAT HAD TRANSPIRED. ALSO, HE SEEMS TO HAVE WAITED 
TO SEE WHETHER ANY OTHER REP WOULD INTERVENE IN RESPONSE 
TO THIS STATEMENT, BEFORE ADVERTING IN LATTER PART OF 
CCD PLENARY TO USREP'S EARLIER INTERVENTION IN 
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MARCH 22 PLENARY (REF B),#WHICH HAD NOTED THAT CCD 
HAD ADOPTED SPRING SESSION WORK PROGRAM INVOLVING 
INFORMAL MEETINGS ON CTB, BEFORE MAKING STATEMENT 
CALLING CONTINUED USE OF TERM CTB A HALF-TRUTH AND 
DELIBERATE ATTEMPT TO SUPRESS THE TRUTH AND SUGGEST 
FALSEHOOD. WHILE USDEL IS POUCHING COMPLETE STATE- 
MENTS, SOME PERTINENT QUOTES ARE FOLLOWING: 

A. "21. ON THE OTHER HAND, IT SHOULD BE NOTED 

THAT A NEW AND DISTURBING CONCEPT HAS RECENTLY BEEN 

INTRODUCED IN OUR DISCUSSIONS. IT HAS BEEN SAID THAT 

LEVELS OF NATIONAL SECURITY SHOULD BE FIXED AND THE 

COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT SHOULD WORK FOR THE ACHIEVEMENT 

OF THIS GOAL. 

"22. IT SHOULD ALWAYS BE REMEMBERED THAT THE 
COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT HAS ONLY ONE GOAL: THE ACHIEVEMENT 
OF GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT UNDER EFFECTIVE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONTROL. AND, LEVELS OF NATIONAL SECURITY CAN ONLY 
BE DETERMINED BY SOVEREIGN GOVERNMENTS FOR THEIR RESPECTIVE 
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COUNTRIES. NO ONE ELSE, NOT EVEN THE COMMITTEE ON 
DISARMAMENT, CAN DECIDE WHAT SHOULD BE THE APPROPRIATE 
LEVEL OF SECURITY FOR A PARTICULAR COUNTRY. 

"23. IT SHOULD BE STRESSDD THAT THE REAL DANGER 
OF DIVERSION OF DISARMAMENT EFFORTS FROM THE PRIORITY 
TASKS AND PRESSING PROBLEMS LIES IN PROPOSALS FOR THE 
SO-CALLED CONTROLS ON CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS WITHOUT 
ANY MEANINGFUL CURBS ON THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE AND THE 
ADOPTION OF AN IMPOSED OR ARTIFICIAL REGIONAL APPROACH IN 
PLACE OF A TRULY WORLD-WIDE APPROACH. PROPOSALS OF THAT 
NATURE ARE MEANT TO LULL THE WORLD PUBLIC OPINION INTO A 
SENSE OF STUPOR TOWARDS THE EVER PRESENT DANGER OF A 
NUCLEAR HOLOCAUST. 

NOTE BY OC/T: #REFERENCE OMISSION AS RECEIVED 
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"24. THE ARGUMENT THAT SOME SIGNIFICANT STEPS 
HAVE ALREADY BEEN TAKEN IN CONTROLLING THE NUCLEAR ARMS 
RACE AND ATTENTION SHOULD NOW BE TURNED TO CONTROLLING 
CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS SHOULD BE CATEGORICALLY REJECTED. 

NO MEANINGFUL OBLIGATIONS HAVE YET BEEN UNDERTAKEN BY 
THE NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES TO LIMIT THEIR NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

NOT A SINGLE NUCLEAR WEAPON HAS BEEN DESTROYED BY ANY AGREE- 
MENT THAT HAS BEEN CONCLUDED SO FAR. 
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"WTM THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES NEED CONVENTIONAL 
WEAPONS TO PRESERVE THEIR HARD- WON INDEPENDENCE FROM 
VARIOUS THREATS, INCLUDING NEW THREATS OF DESTABILIZATION. 

"26. IT IS ALSO NOT POSSIBLE TO ACCEPT THE 
CONTENTION THAT THE GREAT POWERS, WHICH POSSESS NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. HAVE IPSO-FACTO ACQUIRED A GREATER SENSE OF 
RESPONSIBILITY THATN NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES 
AND HAVE ALSO ADOPTED FOOL-PROOF METHODS OF ENSURING THE 
SECURITY OF THEIR NUCLEAR WEAPON STOCKPILES FROM THE 
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EVER LURKING RISKS OF ACCIDENT, UNAUTHORIZED USE OR 
TERRORISM. SO LONG AS A SINGLE NUCLEAR WEAPON EXISTS 
IN THE WORLD, THE SWORD OF DAMOCLES HANGS OVER OUR HEADS. 
THE ONLY ANSWER IS ELIMINATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND 
OTHER WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION." 

B. (JAIN'S SECOND STATEMENT ON CTB): 

"2. FIRST, THERE IS AN IMPERATIVE NEED TO USE 
CORRECT AND COMPLETE EXPRESSIONS, SO THAT OUR THINKING 
CAN BE CHANNELLED INTO RIGHT DIRECTIONS. FOR INSTANCE, 

THE TERM "NUCLEAR-FREE-ZONES" HAS NOW BEEN COMPLETELY 
REPLACED BY THE MORE ACCURATE EXPRESSION "NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON-FREE ZONES". SIMILARLY. THE TERIM " A COMPREHEN- 
SIVE TEST BAN (CIB)" SHOULD BE REPLACED BY "A COMPRE- 
HANSIVE NUCLEAR WEAPON TEST BAN (CNWTB)". THE CONTINUED 
USE OF THE TERM CTB AMOUNTS TO SPEAKING A HALF-TRUGH, 

LIKE SAYING "NON-PROLIFERATION" OR "A NON-PROLIFERATION 
REGIME" WITHOUT USING THE WORDS "OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS". 

THE DELIBERATE USE OF SUCH INCOMPLETE EXPRESSIONS WOULD 
AMOUNT TO SUPPRESSIO VERI AND SUGGESTIO FALSI. 

"3. SECOND, THE PNE (PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSION) 

IS AN INTERNATIONALLY RECOGNIZED CONCEPT. QUESTIONS OF 
DETECTION/IDENTIFICATION CANNOT CLOUD THE FACT THAT THE 
PNE IS A VALID CONCEPT. 

"4. THIRD, A SOUND PRINCIPLE THAT HAS BEEN 
FOLLOWED IN DISARMAMENT NEOGIATIONS IS THAT THE 
QUESTION OF REGULATION OF PEACEFUL ACTIVITIES IS OUT- 
SIDE THE SCOPE OF AN INSTRUMENT DEALING WITH LIMITA- 
TIONS ON ARMAMENTS AND BEYOND THE COMPETENCE OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT. 

"5. FOURTH, THIS SOUND PRINCIPLE HAS BEEN 
FOLLOWED IN THE VERY RECENT CASE OF NEGOTIATIONS BY 
THE CCD OF A CONVENTION ON THE PROHIBITION OF MILITARY 
OR ANY OTHER HOSTILE USE OF ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION 
TECHNIQUES (ENMOD CONVENTION). 

"6. FIFTH, IT WOULD BE WRONG TO FOLOW A PRINCIPLE

STRICTLY IN CERTAIN CASES (SAY IN THE CASE OF AN ENMOD 
CONVENTION" AND ABANDON IT ALTOGETHER IN OTHER CASES, 

SAY IN THE CASE OF A COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR WEAPON TEST 
BAN (CNWTB)." 

3. PARENTHETICALLY, IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT NETHERLANDS 
AMB VAN DER KLAAUW REFERRED TO JAIN'S SECOND INTERVENTION, 
REGARDING CNWTB, TO NOTE THAT TWO YEARS AGO UNGA ADOPTED 
BY OVERWHELMING VOTE A RESOLUTION ASKING CCD TO STUDY 
ARMS CONTROL IMPLICATONS OF PNE'S WHICH CCD HAD CARRIED OUT. 

HE HOPED THAT JAIN AND GOI WOULD TAKE THIS TUDY 

INTO ACCOUNT WITH RESPECT TO SUCH VIEWS AS JAIN HAD EXPRESSED. 
JAIN REPLIED THAT INDIA HAD VOTED AGAINST THIS UNGA RESOLUTION 
AND THAT INDIAN VIEWS ON THIS SUBJECT REMAINED UNCHANGED. 

4. USREP STRONGLY BELIEVES THAT IT IS INADVISABLE TO 
LEAVE INDIAN STATEMENTS UNCHALLENGED. INDIAN REP'S POSI- 
TION DENIGRATES LANGUAGES OF PRESIDENT'S MARCH 14, 1977 
CONGRATULATORY MESSAGE TO CCD ON ITS 15TH ANNIVERSARY: 
PROPOSES TO CONSTRAIN AND DEFLECT INDEFINITELY FUTURE EFFORTS 
TO CONSIDER CONVENTIONAL ARMS LIMITATIONS; INSISTS THAT 
PRIMARY OBJECTIVE OF CCD EFFORTS SHOULD BE NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
QUESTIONS; TRIES TO IMPLANT FIRMLY IDEA THAT DTB SHOULD 

ONLY ENCOMPASS NUCLEAR WEAPONS; AND DECLARES THAT CCD CANNOT 
EVEN ADDRESS ARMS CONTROL ASPECTS OF PNE'S. WHILE USREP 
BELIEVES THAT THESE SUBJECTS SHOULD BE ADDRESSED IN AN 
NON-POLEMICAL AND NON-PEJORATIVE WAY, AND CERTAINLY CAN 
BE MADE LATER AS APPROPRIATE, IT APPEARS ADVISABLE AT LEAST 
TO EXPRESS IN CCD US CONCERNS WITH THESE GENERAL ISSUES, 
IRRESPECTIVE OF WHERE THE SPECIFICS MAY IN FACT BE ADDRESSED, 
WITHIN NEXT WEEK OR SO IN PLENARY SESSION. WHILE INDIAN 
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REP MAY WELL REITERATE HIS VIEWS IN CCD, AS HE HAS BEFORE, 

THERE WOULD BE NO NEED TO RESPOND AGAIN, ONCE US VIEWS HAD 
BEEN STATED CALMLY FOR THE RECORD. INDEED, FAILURE TO SO 
STATE VIEWS BY US MAY BE SUBJECT TO OTHER INTERPRETATIONS. 

5. FOLLOWING TALKING POINTS ARE SUGGESTED FOR WASHINGTON 
CONSIDERATION: 

A. INDIAN REP HAS AGAIN QUERIED APPROPRIATENESS OF 
POSSIBLE CONSIDERATIONS, WHETHER WITHIN CCD OR OUTSIDE, 

TO LIMIT WORLD S ARMAMENTS "TO THOSE NECESSARY FOR NATIONAL 
SECURITY". THIS QUOTED PHRASE WAS, OF COURSE, CON- 
TAINED IN PRESIDENTIAL STATEMENT CONGRATULATING CCD 
ON ITS 15TH ANNIVERSARY, MARCH 14, 1977. 

B. INDIAN REP HAS STRESSED THAT DANGER OF 
DIVERTING EFFORTS FROM PRIORITY TASKS LIES IN PROPOSALS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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FOR "SO-CALLED CONTROLS" ON INFORMAL ARMS RACE AND 
ADOPTION OF "IMPOSED OR ARTIFICIAL REGIONAL APPROACH" 

IN PLACE OF WORLDWIDE APPROACH. HE HAS DESCRIBED SUCH 
PROPOSALS AS INTENDED TO LULL WORLD PUBLIC OPINION INTO 
STUPOR TOWARDS EVER-PRESENT DANGER OF NUCLEAR HOLOCAUST. HE 
HAS STRESSED NEED OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOR CONVEN- 
TIONAL WEAPONS TO PRESERVE THEIR INDEPENDENCE. 

C. ISSUE OF REDUCING CONVENTIONAL ARMS LEVELS, AS 
WELL AS CONTROLS OVER AND REDUCTIONS OF NUCLEAR ARMS, 

HAS BEEN AND IS A CONTINUING OBJECTIVE FOR USG AND FOR 
MOST UN MEMBERS. FOR USG, IT IS AN OBJECTIVE SHARED BOTH BY 
LEGISLATURE AND BY EXECUTIVE BRANCH. ARMS CONTROL 
EXPORT ACT OF 1976 SPECIFICALLY EXPRESSES CONGRESSIONAL 
CONCERNS THAT THERE BE REDUCTION IN LEVELS OF INTER- 
NATIONAL TRANSFERS OF CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS, AND ESTAB 
LISHES MANDATORY REQUIREMENTS FOR REPORTING TO CONGRESS 
WHAT IS BEING DONE BY EXECUTIVE BRANCH TO ACHIEVE THESE 
OBJECTIVES (CITE FIRST 2 PARAS OF SECTION 202(A)). 
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D. FURTHER, PRESIDENT OF US HAS REPEATEDLY STATED 
HIS CONCERN OVER LEVELS OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS, MOST 
NOTABLY IN MARCH 17, 1977, STATEMENT BEFORE THE UN 
(CITE PARA CONCERNING WIDER EFFORT TO REDUCE FLOW OF 
WEAPONS TO ALL TROUBLED SPOTS OF GLOBE). 

E. THIS IS NOT JUST USG CONCERN; JOINT COMMUNIQUE 
WITH PM OF JAPAN ON MARCH 22 NOTED THAT, REGARDING 
INTERNATIONAL TRANSFER OF CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS, 
MEASURES TO RESTRAIN SUCH TRANSFERS SHOULD BE CONSIDERED 
BY THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AS MATTER OF PRIORITY. 

F. IT SHOULD ALSO BE NOTED THAT PRESIDENTIAL 
CONCERNS FOCUSSED ON NEED TO PURSUE STRATEGIC ARMS 
LIMITATION TALKS WITH USSR WITH DETERMINATON AND 
ENERGY; CITED NEED FOR TOTAL CESSATION OF NUCLEAR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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TESTING; AND POSED THESE CONCERNS IN CONTEXT OF BOTH 
US-SOVIET RELATIONSHIP AND THEN OF WIDER NEED TO 
CONTAIN PROLIFERATION OF ARMS THROUGHOUT GLOBAL 
COMMUNITY. 

G. HOW TO ACHIEVE THESE OBJECTIVES, AND THROUGH 

WHAT ORGANIZATIONAL MEANS, OBVIOUSLY PRESENT COMPLEX 
QUESTIONS. CITATION OF REITERATED INTEREST ON PART 
OF BOTH LEGISLATIVE AND EXECUTIVE BRANCHES OF USG 
WITH RESPECT TO THESE OBJECTIVES IS ONLY TO STATE 
EXTENT TO WHICH USG IS CONCERNED BY ATTAINMENT OF THESE 
GOALS, WHICH INCLUDE BOTH NUCLEAR AND NON-NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. ARMS CONTROL CONSIDERATIONS OBVIOUSLY 
INVOLVE PRACTICAL ISSUES OF HOW TO ACHIEVE NATIONAL 
SECURITY AT LOWER LEVELS OF ALL ARMS. 

H. THESE ARE OBJECTIVES WHICH CANNOT BE DICTATED 

BUT MUST BE RECOGNIZED BY BOTH CUPPLIER AND RECIPIENT 
NATIONS, IN MUTUAL INTEREST OF THEIR RESPECTIVE NATIONAL 
SECURITY NEEDS. AND WITH DUE APPRECIATION OF INHERENT 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN POLITICAL AND MILITARY ASPECTS OF 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. 

F. WITH RESPECT VIEWS OF INDIAN REP ON ERRONEOUS 
USE OF TERM "COMPREHENSIVE TEXT BAN (CTB) AND DESIRA- 
BILITY OF ITS BEING REPLACED BY COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TEXT BAN (CNWTB)", IT DOES NOT SEEM HELPFUL TO 
TALK ABOUT CTB AS AMOUNTING TO "SUPPRESSION OF TRUTH 
AND SUGGESTION OF FALSEHOOD." CCD IS MASTER OF ITS 
OWN PROCEDURES, TERMINOLOGY AND WORK PROGRAM. CCD 
ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS FOR SPRING WORK PROGRAM A DIS- 
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CUSSION OF SUBJECT UNDER TERM "INFORMAL MEETINGS OF THE 
CCD ON A CTB," WHICH IS TO BE DISCUSSED DURING WEEK OF 
18-22 APRIL. INDIAN REP JOINED IN THIS CONSENSUS. 
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J. AS NETHERLANDS REP POINTED OUT IN CCD PLENARY 
MARCH 24, UNGA BY OVERWELMING VOTE ADOPTED RESOLUTION 
REQUESTING CCD TO EXAMINE AND REPORT ON ARMS CONTROL 
IMPLICATIONS OF PNE'S, AND CCD IN FACT RESPONDED TO 
THIS REQUEST FOR SUCH A STUDY. THAT GOI VOTED AGAINST 
THIS UNGA RESOLUTION AND THAT QUESTION F PNE'S IS 
"BEYOND COMPETENCE OF CCD" ARE POSITIONS WHICH, 

OF COURSE, CAN BE REITERATED AS MATTER OF RIGHT. 

THAT SHOULD NOT DENIGRATE FROM CCD S ABILITY TO DISCUSS 
SUCH ISSUES, SHOULD THIS PROVE DESIRABLE. ADMITTEDLY, 

HOW AND IN WHAT FORUM TO EXAMINE ARMS CONTROL IMPLICA- 
TIONS OF PNE'S PRESENT ISSUES ON WHICH 

VIEWS MAY QUITE REASONABLY DIFFER. HOWEVER, USG CONTINUES TO 
BELIEVE THAT ARMS CONTROL ASPECTS ARE CORRECTLY COMPREHENDED 
UNDER PHRASE "COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN," WHATEVER MAY BE 
THE DIVERGENCE OF VIEWS ON WHERE SUCH ISSUES SHOULD BE 
ADDRESSED IN DETAIL. 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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K. CTB IS ONE OF SUBJECTS REGARDED AS PRIORITY FOR 
ARMS CONTROL CONSIDERATION BY ALL MEMBERS OF CCD, 
IRRESPECTIVE WHETHER THERE MAY BE SOME DIFFERENCES ON 
TERMINOLOGY. USG WOULD HOPE THAT CCD MEMBERS WOULD CON- 
TINUE TO APPROACH THESE SUBJECTS IN SPIRIT OF OPEN- 
MINDED COOPERATION, WITHOUT POLEMICS AND WITHOUT PEJO- 
RATIVE IMPLICATIONS, WHICH HAS CHARACTERIZED CCD DIS- 
CUSSIONS. 

6. USREP REQUESTS WASHINGTON COMMENTS SOONEST. IN 

THIS CONNECTION, SHOULD WASHINGTON AGREE THAT COMMENTS 
ALONG LINES ABOVE SHOULD BE MADE IN CCD, DEPARTMENT MAY 
WISH TO INSTRUCT EMB DELHI TO APPROACH GOI AT APPROPRIATE 
SENIOR LEVEL AND CONVEY NATURE OF WASHINGTON VIEWS

7. ALTERNATE VIEWS: OTHER MEMBERS OF USDEL BELIEVE IT 

IS NOT ADVISABLE PURSUE APPROACH RECOMMENDED ABOVE FOR 
FOLLOWING REASONS: 

A. IT WOULD GIVE UNWARRANTED ATTENTION AND STATUS 

TO THE POINTS ON CONVENTIONAL ARMS AND CTB MADE BY THE 
INDIAN REP FOR THE USG TO SINGLE THESE OUT FOR SPECIFIC 
REBUTTAL ON THE RECORD IN PLENARY. 

B. A US STATEMENT ALONG THE LINES SUGGESTED 

ABOVE MAY NOT BE USEFUL IN PROMOTING CCD INTEREST IN 
THE CONVENTIONAL ARMS ISSUE. 

C. IF THE USG WISHES TO MAKE A POLICY STATEMENT 

ON CONTROL OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS, IT SHOULD BE A CARE- 
FULLY THOUGHT OUT STATEMENT THAT IS FULLY CLEARED, AND 
ONE WHICH THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION IS WILLING TO STAND 
BEHIND. THIS TYPE OF STATEMENT SHOULD NOT BE IN 
RESPONSE TO A CONTENTIOUS POINT MADE BY ANOTHER 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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DELEGATION. 

D. A REBUTTAL OF THE INDIAN STATEMENT IS MOST LIKELY 

TO PRODUCE A NEGATIVE COUNTER-REBUTTAL, REDUCING THE USDEL 
TO TITTING ANT TATTING, OR LETTING THE INDIANS HAVE THE 
LAST WORD.
